V.C.H.S. PUBLICATIONS 


Keeping a school the size of Victoria Composite 
well informed on all school matters has been the 
task of the four publications of this school. The 
time, effort and co-operation of the large staff 
has provided the student body with high school 
publications that are of the highest quality. 

The growth of the Argosy in past years has 
improved in many aspects. Indications have shown 
that these efforts have been toward a paper of 
very high calibre. The Vic Argosy has been 
awarded the Second Place International Award for 
outstanding achievements in journalism recently. 
This honor was presented by the Quill and Scroll 
Society of America, a society of high school journ¬ 
alists, of which the Argosy has been a member 
for many years. 

A successful publications venture must have 
as efficient machinery as possible in the organi¬ 
zation, but it must also give the student consider¬ 
able independence. This is what the constitution 
of the Publications Board aims to provide. Work 
on any of the four publications provides not only 
journalistic experience but also training in leader¬ 
ship. The journalistic knowledge branches into 
various fields including business, which primarily 
concerns advertising, newspaper photography, both 
taking and developing the prints, and, of course, 
writing and composition. The students holding 


executive positions were afforded the chance to do 
administrative work. Many had a staff of their 
own which they directed as they saw to the best 
advantage. In these respects publications not only 
provided knowledge and enjoyment for the present 
but experience that may be of benefit in future 
life. 

Publications have grown to the point where the 
task of directing the production of the Argosy, 
Argo, Handbook and Yearbook has become too 
large for one person, separate editors are appointed 
for each. 

The Argosy this year has tried to bring the 
student up-to-date with all the news happenings 
throughout the school. More photography and art¬ 
work have improved the appearance of the paper. 

The Yearbook, which has the largest size and 
circulation, of any high school in the city, has tried 
to maintain and also improve on the high standard 
of past years. 

The fourth issue of the Victoria Composite 
Handbook was compiled to be printed and dis¬ 
tributed the following September. 

Because we have learned by the triumphs and 
trials of those who have gone before us, we have 
enjoyed the most successful year in publications 
history. Co-operation was of the highest degree, 
the staffs very well organized.

the little Negro boy, and Roma Standefer played 
Mammy, his mother. 

The story, set in the South, was an original one, 
and concerned itself mainly with the white treat¬ 
ment of the slaves. It involved a cruel overseer, 
helpless slaves, an idealistic young son, an irate 
father, an understanding mother, a sweet young 
Northern girl and a few interesting characters for 
comedy relief. 


“Conflict In Ebony” also featured a lovely set, 
elaborate costumes, spectacular dances, and beauti¬ 
ful singing. 

Some of the songs in the musical score were 
“Beautiful Dreamer”, “Short’nin’ Bread”, “I Dream 
Of Jeanie”, “Summertime”, “Dry Bones”, “Kentucky 
Babe”, “Great Day”, and “You Gonna Reap Just 
What You Sow”. Musical Director was Mr. Lopatka. 

One of the most enjoyable scenes in the play 
was the one set around the Negro campfire where 
we saw the Negroes, relaxing after a day of hard 
work, singing their well loved songs before retiring. 

“Conflict” was directed by Mr. Kaasa, who was 
assisted by Mr. T. Peacocke. Mr. C. Richards was 
business manager; Miss Grant, Miss Studholme, 
Miss Mitchell and their Home Ec. classes worked 
on the costumes, which were designed by Arnold 
Toutant. The script was written by Roma Stande¬ 
fer, and the set was designed by Bob Taylor. Stage 
Manager was Heather Allan and lighting was by 
Mr. Montgomery. 

All in all the show was a tremendous success. 
The cast and back stage people enjoyed working on 
it (despite that awful, awful, burnt cork!), and the 
people out front enjoyed it even more.

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BOYS’ SENIOR FOOTBALL 


The football version of the perennially 
mighty “Red and White” achieved their 
never - to - be - forgotten fame by running 
roughshod over Edmonton teams through¬ 
out the regular season and then grinding 
out a thrilling 6-2 victory over Calgary’s 
Crescent Heights in the sudden-death inter¬ 
city final. 

Using the Split-T for their second year 
in a row and incorporating a double-full- 
back system for the first time, the provin¬ 
cial champs rolled through the regular 
schedule without a single blemish on their 
record. 

In succession, Vic downed Westglen 
17-6, Scona Eastglen 18-0, and last year’s 
Edmonton winners St. Joe’s 34-1. 

In the sudden death final to decide the 
Edmonton champ and the team to meet 
Calgary in the provincial playoff, the Vic- 
ites trounced Scona by a convincing 18-0 
margin. Except for a brief period in the 
latter part of the game when Scona’s pass¬ 
ing attack threatened, Vic controlled the 
game all the way. 

Two long runs on the part of fleet- 
footed half Eddie Johnson and flashy full¬ 
back Mike Lashuk for a pair of spec¬ 
tacular majors particularly electrified the 
huge playoff crowd. The other touchdown 
was scored by quarterback Bruce Bryson 
on a 12-yard keeper play, while one con¬ 
vert was booted by Rae Horon and two by 
Bob Lindberg. 


The provincial final with Calgary, 
played late in the season on the icy, snow- 
covered Clarke Stadium turf, was close all 
the way until the final quarter when Vic’s 
Mike Lashuk and Eddie Johnson combined 
to break up the old ball game. On the 
strength of two 50-yards plus punts by 
Wally Macintosh in answer to a single¬ 
point boot by Mike Lashuk, Crescent was 
ahead 2-1 when Vic’s explosive backfield 
broke loose. 

After a steady but cautiously slow 
march from. Vic’s own 12 to the 35 yard 
strip, suddenly big Mike Lashuk burst out 
of nowhere to reel off 56 yards before 
being brought down by a desperation 
tackle on Calgary’s 14. On first down, Bry¬ 
son handed off to Johnson who ripped un¬ 
molested off left tackle for the touchdown 
and the game. 

Also particularly outstanding in the 
final and over the regular season was the 
play of halfback Joe Olson and brick-wall 
line heroics of team captain Roman Swyn- 
chuk, and fellow-lineman Vic Kondrosky. 

Forming a regular caravan of busses 
and cars, close to 350 Calgary fans made 
the trip to Edmonton to view the final and 
were guests at a sock dance at Vic follow¬ 
ing the game.

The fall of ’55 saw the fall (temporarily it is 
hoped) of Vic’s junior footballers from the pre¬ 
carious peak of the Edmonton High School Junior 
Football championship which they won in ’53 and 
’54. 

Under the tutelage of Mr. Jack Allen and Ernie 
YVynnychuk, who once again found time out from 
his studies at the U. of A to help the squad, the Red 
and White finished up the regular season in a three- 
way tie for first place. Despite this brilliant record 
over the regular route, past performances went by 
the boards in the championship final as the Vicites 
were overwhelmed 10-0 by a fired-up St. Joe’s crew. 

Oddly enough, Vic defeated the same Sepites by 
an almost identical 9-0 count, when the two teams 
met in a scheduled season game. 

The Juniors started off the season “in reverse”, 
dropping their first game 11-1 to Scona Composite, 
but they quickly recovered to polish off St. Joe’s 
9-0, Eastglen 15-5, Scona High 22-0, and Westglen 
18-5. Although their loss to Scona Composite held 


them down to a tie with St. Joe’s and Scona Comp, 
for league leadership, the Vicites possessed a sup¬ 
erior points-for-and-against record and were ac¬ 
corded first place in the official league records. 

The championship junior final, played immedi¬ 
ately before the senior final, saw the revitalized St. 
Joe’s juniors completely surprise the Vicites with 
their sparkling play. Capitalizing mainly on sweep¬ 
ing end runs backed up by superb blocking, St. 
Joe’s scored an unconverted touchdown in each 
half to take the verdict.

The best high school basketball team in the 
province of Alberta! That is the cry of the proud 
Vicites \Vho saw the 1955-56 basketball version of 
the Red and White romp through the first annual 
Alberta High School Tournament held the week¬ 
end of March 16, 1956, in Calgary to become the 
1956 High School Basketball Champions of Alberta.

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VIC’S AWARDS SYSTEM 


Victoria Composite High School’s award system 
as set out in 1952-53 recognizes those students 
who have achieved outstanding leadership in both 
academic and extracurricular work. The highest 
awards in the school are the Citizenship Awards. 
The C. O. Hicks award for boys and the J. P. Page 
award for girls are awarded to two Grade XII 
students on the basis of their services to the school 
during their high school careers. The awards recog¬ 
nize academic, athletic and extracurricular work. 

Academic awards are given for outstanding 
•achievement in curricular work. The Major Aca¬ 
demic Award, of which there are ten given to each 
of the three grades, is awarded to those having 
obtained an average of seventy-five per cent or 
more. The Special Abilities Minor Award recog¬ 
nizes outstanding ability in the shop subjects and 
the fine arts field. The academic awards consist of 
pins suitably engraved. 

The Tom Davies Memorial Trophy is awarded 
to the boys of the intramural sports group obtain¬ 
ing the highest number of “trophy points”, as allo¬ 


cated in the awards system. The trophy includes all 
organized houseleague competitions. 

The Athletic Major Award recognizes those 
players of outstanding ability who have played on 
teams in interscholastic competition. It is a white 
chenille “V”, eight inches high, worn on the letter 
sweater. The Athletic Minor, a four inch white 
chenille “V”, is for those players on an interschol¬ 
astic team who have been outstanding players but 
have not won the Athletic Major Award. 

The activities awards, major and minor, are 
considered as special awards for outstanding 
achievement in extracurricular activities, including 
both cultural and athletic activities. The Major 
Award includes activities such as lead parts of 
high calibre plays, orchestra work and other such 
activities. Outstanding work on any Publication or 
Administrative work connected with the Students’ 
Council, houseleague, and club activities involving 
interscholastic participation are also included. 

The Activities Minor Award is intended to give 
recognition to students of exceptional value in any 
of the various clubs.
